The Examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance implies that the claimed invention was 
allowed because the prior art did not disclose certain limitations found in the claims. The 
limitations characterized by the Examiner, however, if indeed found in the prior art, would 
not render the claimed invention invalid under 35 USC §102 because the claimed invention 
includes a number of limitations not addressed in the Reasons for Allowance. With respect
